Wild man. The message is dated Ca­ 
vite, July 30. and in it Aguinaldo says 
it has been reported that he “is getting 
the big head and not behaving” as he 
promised Mr. Wildman. 
“In reply,” says Aguinaldo, ”1 ask 
why should America expect me to out­ 
line my policy, present and future, and 
tight blindly for her interests, when 
America will not be frank with me ? 
Tell me this, am I fighting for annexa­ 
tion, protection or independence? It is 
for America to say, not me. I can take 
Manila, as I have defeated the Spanish 
everywhere, but what woald be the use? 
If America takes Manila I can save my 
men and arms for what the future has 
in store for me. 
“Now, good friend, believe me, I am 
not both fool and rogue. The I meres ts 
of my people are as sacred to me as are 
the interests of your people to yon.” 
N ew Y ork, Aug. 6.—A dispatch to 
The World from Manila bay by way of 
Hongkong says: Aguinaldo, the insur­ 
gent chief, is becoming more friendly 
to the Americans. 
In the first place he asks the com­ 
mander in command of the land forces 
to permit the rebel troops to march 
through the streets of Manila when the 
city surrenders. General Merritt ap­ 
pears inclined to consent to this. 
In the second place Aguinaldo sug­ 
gests the formation of Philippine regi­ 
ments with American officers. 
This is considered a highly important 
proposition, a possible key to tile whole 
situation on the island. The natives 
would thus be constantly under the 
eyes and direct orders of our men. 
London, Aug. 6.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“A majority of the politicians who 
conferred with Senor Sagasta coun­ 
selled pi ace. But Senor Nocedel. lead­ 
er of the Ultramontane*, urged war 
a l’outrance, even if the Yankees, be 
said, were to capture Spanish ports, as 
possibly, then an international confla­ 
gration would avenge Spain by placing 
her in a position to gain moi*& than by 
making a shameful peace now. Senor 
Romero y Robledo, in the course of an 
interview, said: 
“Senor Sagasta informed me as to 
the contents of the American note. In 
addition to the demands already known 
the American government asks the oc­ 
cupation and possession of Manila and 
Sn big bay. M. Cambon obtained from 
President McKinley the substitution for 
the word possession of another word 
meaning practically the same thing. 
“This revelation has caused a fer­ 
ment here. It was understood at first 
that the Americans demanded tempor­ 
ary occupation, pending arrangements 
for the future government of the Phil­ 
ippines. It is believed the powers will 
object to the Americans retaining per­ 
manent possession of Manila and Snbig 
bay. The latter is a splendid naval sta­ 
tion.”

Co.’s Weekly Review of Trad% issued 
today, says in part: 
Prospects of peace stimulate many 
kinds of business. In spite of records 
the impression prevails that delay and 
hesitation have legitimately resulted 
from war, and larger contracts are in 
fact coming forward for iron products 
with a better general demand in most 
industries. The volume of payments 
through all clearing houses was the 
largest ever known in July, being 8 
per cent larger than in 1892 for the 
month and for the past week 11.7 per 
cent larger. Most industrial works have 
resumed after a short vacation, with 
fewer participating than usual. A few 
labor troubles only call attention to the 
fact that this season has been remark­ 
ably free from such hindrances. 
In spire of a promise of 700,099,000 
bushels wheat this year, the pries is 2>fc 
cents higher for the week. The dis­ 
position of farmers to hold back their 
wheat for prices more like those obtain­ 
able recently accounts for receipts 36 
per cent smaller than last year, but ex­ 
ports, including flour, were 3,641,647 
bushels, against 2,530,725 for the same 
week last year. 
Corn exports for the week have been 
only 1,734,347 bushels, against 2,725,- 
090 last year, though the price has 
scarcely declined. 
vVestern stiffness in holding wool and 
the New England wool paper drifting 
this way and largely refused, indicate 
another attempt to tire out the manu­ 
facturers, who are actually offering for 
worsted wool 4 to 5 cents below asking 
prices, ana baying scarcely any. Sev- 
t.ral mills have dosed for the time 
rathir taan pay prices asked for wool. 
The iron manufacture has nearly, it 
not quite, resumed its full production, 
except in the valleys, where Bessemer 
producers are closing in torn under 
agreement 
to 
force prices upward. 
W hile there has been large buying, one 
Pittsburg steel concern, with all its fur- 
f unlaces

there does 
not 'change as yet, nor does local 
pig at Chicago, although with much 
better buying, one southern concern ad­ 
vancing its price 25 cents. Low phos­ 
phorous pig has riltjn 50 cents at Phila­ 
delphia. with better demand, but un­ 
changed prices for other grades. The 
demand for rails includes bids for next 
winter and next year, a Chicago sale of 
4,000 tons for Japan and eastern sales 
of 9,000 tons for American roads, 5,000 
tons for Prince Edward island 
next 
year and 24,000 tons deliverable in three 
years for Mexico. Bars are so mach 
stronger that many mills refuse less 
than $1 for yron, though steel bars sell 
largely at 90 cents. 
Failures for the week have been 196 
in the United States, against 237 last 
year, and 21 in Canada, against 29 last 
year.

W a sh in g t o n, Aug. 6 .— WhsB 
wha 
president closed his official work yester­ 
day he had not received the reply of 
Spain, nor any intimation as to how 
soon the reply might be expected. The 
French ambassador had not been heard 
from throughout the day, and he, aa 
well as our government officials, was 
waiting for Spain to give the final re­ 
sponse. Two days have now passed 
without a word officially from Spain, 
either in the way of inquiry or response. 
From this it is clear that the Spanish 
cabinet fully realizes the time for argu­ 
ment, counter proposals or modification 
has gone by, and that there is only one 
simple issue to be met, namely, whether 
the American terms will be accepted as 
a whole or rejected. 
There is indeed 
reason to believe that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment has been dueotly advised that 
the stage of negotiations is past and 
tnat only the matter of an answer, 
favorable or unfavorable, remains. 
That the answer bas not come quickly 
is no matter of surprise to the p eta ls 
bere, tor they realize the tremendous 
responsibility which Premier Sagasta 
must assume in making these peace 
terms sufficiently palatable to the Span­ 
ish populace and the political leaders to 
permit its acceptance without an in­ 
ternal convulsion, in his conferences 
with the president aud Secretary Day 
the French ambassador has brought out 
dearly the great task before Sagasta. 
it seems to be the general view here 
that if the premier aud his ministry 
were untrammeled an acceptance would 
come at once, and that the preliminary 
peace arrangement would 
be 
now 
closed. « But iu preparing the Spanish 
public, and in guarding against political 
agitations hereafter by public men of 
other parties, the Madrid officials are 
taking time for missionary work not 
only among themselves, but among all 
political and social elements. 
The best informed persons here fix 
next Monday as the time when the 
U lilted States government is likely to 
receive Spain’s final answer, bat this is 
simply conjectural, for there is not the 
sligntist means of knowing the ten­ 
dencies at Madrid. It might come to­ 
day, but in tile event of its coming late 
in tile day, or on Sunday, the response 
would not be communicated to the gov­ 
ernment until Monday. There is the 
same confident belief among officials 
that there has been from the first that 
Spain s answer will be reluctant but 
not the less conclusive acceptance. 
At 
the.same time it was suggested yester­ 
day in some quarters that there was a 
possibility the disclosures concerning 
tile serious condition of oar troops, 
might be a straw at which the Spanish 
cabinet woald grasp. 
This is qnite doubtful, however, as 
there is a question whether the state­ 
ment of the American general ever got 
outside the borders of the United States, 
owing to the strict censorship imposed 
Thursday night. Moreover, ail the evi­ 
dence reaching the officials here indi­ 
cates that Spain is weary with the con­ 
flict aud is convinced beyond the slight­ 
est question of the hopelessness of 
further opposition.

Strong Arguments In Favor of 
Its Construction. 


ITS VALUE n r TIME OF WAR. 


CONTINUING TH E WORK. 


Rev. Oeo. H. Vibbert Spoke to Large 
Crowd* Last Night. 
Rev. Geo. H. Vibbert talked last even­ 
ing to the largest crowds of the week, 
his address being decidedly interesting 
and instructive. 
He strikes straight 
from the shoulder, showing the awful 
curse of intemperance.

Tke Voyage of the Oregoa ae an Object 
Leeton—Report of the Canal Commis­ 
tion It Expected to Romovo the More 
Serious Objections Urged Against the 
Prqject—Probable Cost of Construction 
Is Estimated at *115,000,000. 


In conversation with a New York 
Tribune correspondent recently a man 
who stands high in his profession and 
is regarded as one of the most compe­ 
tent and conservative authorities in re­ 
spect to naval affairs said: 
“ One of the lessons impressed on the 
people of the United States since the 
war began, as it never had been before, 
is the absolute necessity, as well as the 
importance from a national pl int of 
view, of the completion of the Nicaragua 
canal. The long voyage of the battle­ 
ship Oregon in itself was an object les­ 
son which everybody took to heart and 
understood. If the United States had 
been at war with a more enterprising 
naval power than Spain, the voyage of 
the battleship woald undoubtedly have 
been interrupted and might have ended 
in disaster instead of triumph. The les­ 
son was a valuable one, however, main­ 
ly for its suggestiveness, because, as it 
happened, the Oregon arrived in time 
and in a condition ready for service. 
That was fortunate and well. 
‘But recent events have opened a 
wider vista before the people of the 
United States, and they clearly see 
things which were hidden from most of 
them six months ago, or which if seen 
were regarded as comparatively unim­ 
portant. The stern logic of war has 
placed the United States in a new posi­ 
tion and attitude, with insular posses­ 
sions to be developed and defended, and 
with a moral responsibility for the fu­ 
ture government of Cuba which cannot 
be ignored or evaded. Whether or not 
the United States is under bonds to in­ 
sure peace and security and a decent 
government to the people of the Philip­ 
pines, who appear to have suffered as 
much from Spanish rapacity, cruelty 
and misgovernment as the people of 
Cuba, the fact remains that we have 
gained a foothold there which cannot 
be loosened. Our flag is to float on land 
in Hawaii, in the Ladrones, in the Car­ 
olines and in the Philippines, as well 
as in the West Indies, which were so 
long Spanish, and it must he defended 
wherever it floats. 
“ Of course we must have a bigger 
and a stronger navy. It is one of the 
necessities of national defense as well 
as of our commercial development and 
growth as a nation and of the responsi­ 
bilities imposed upon us by the war 
with Spain and its results. 
But rich 
and powerful as we are we oannot well 
afford to build and maintain two big 
navies, one in the Atlantic and one in 
the Pacific. The completion of the in­ 
teroceanic canal would avoid that neces­ 
sity.” 
It is expected that the report of the 
commission to re-examine the surveys 
for the Nicaragua canal w ill be prepar­ 
ed and ready to he submitted to con 
gross in December, and that it w ill re 
move the more serious objections that 
have been urged against the project, 
several of which were based on the re 
port of the Ludlow board. 
Admiral 
Walker and his colleagues of the com 
mission appeared before the senate se­ 
lect committee on the Nicaragua canal, 
of which Senator Morgan is chairman, 
in the latter part of June aud answered 
a great nnmber of questions asked by 
the chairman and other members of the 
committee. The sum of their testimony 
was that the construction of the canal 
would present no insurmountable en 
gineering difficulties and that it could 
be completed, maintained and operated 
within a reasonable limit of cost. Their 
testimony also removed one of the more 
serious objections urged by the Ludlow 
board, and which their Investigations 
had shown not to exist 
On this point 
Admiral Walker testified: 
“ On the 
Brito side, where the Ludlow board re­ 
ported rock in the location for the har­ 
bor, we had it thoroughly bored and 
found there was no rook there to get us 
in difficulty.” 
General Hains and Professor Hanpt 
gave similar testimony. The Nicaragua 
canal bill was favorably and unani­ 
mously reported to the senate from the 
senate committee on June 20, too late 
for action at the last session, althongh 
Chairman Morgan made an ineffectual 
effort to have it considered. He expects 
to renew his effort early in the coming 
session, and the friends and promoters 
of the measure feel extremely confident 
that it will pass the senate before the 
holiday recess, inasmuch as a similar 
bill passed that body several years ago by 
a strong majority, and the subject was 
then thoroughly discussed, as it had 
also been in three favorable reports from 
the committee on foreign relations. 
In 
the Fifty-fourth congress a bill in sub­ 
stance the same as the one favorably re­ 
ported Jane 20 from the senate select 
committee, but differing in plan, was 
brought into the house of representa­ 
tives, with a favorable recommenda­ 
tion, supported by an elaborate and ex­ 


haustive report from the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce. 
In the report of the senate select com­ 
mittee the argument in favor of the con­ 
struction of the Nicaragua canal on the 
ground that it is necessary for the na­ 
tion’s defense is in part as follows: 
When the expenditure of $150,000,- 
000 or of $200,000,000 is compared 
with the national duty of connecting 
our Atlantic and Pacific coast lines for 
the benefit of our coastwise commerce 
and the necessity of providing for our 
national defense, even if no other bene­ 
fit shall ever be derived from the canal, 
the demand for its immediate construc­ 
tion is imperative. It admits of neither 
denial nor delay. 
We now see clearly, beyond all ques­ 
tion or denial, that the barrier we are 
seeking to remove by constructing this 
canal weakens our naval power by one- 
half its efficiency and shuts out from 
the ocean in time of war almost the en­ 
tire commerce of the Pacific states with 
the Atlantic states and with foreign 
countries by loading it with war risks 
of insurance and war rates of freight 
that must virtually destroy the profits 
of all the great staple productions of 
the Pacific slope. The voyage of the 
battleship Oregon of more than 13,000 
miles around Cape Horn to assist in the 
defense of the Atlantic coast is only our 
first lesson to teach us that a water 
route through Nicaragua to connect our 
coasts is a requirement of duty that we 
cannot safely defer. Others more con­ 
vincing may await us. 
The apprehensions of the American 
people have been painfully and justly 
excited by the dangers of such a voyage 
through the stormy seas about the 
strait of Magellan and the exposure of 
the Oregon to the power of the Spanish 
fleet at the Capo Verde islands or among 
the passes through the Windward and 
Leeward islands of the West Indies, 
where in many places they could have 
united their strength to waylay and 
surprise this important battleship. 
If Spain then had a single active ally 
among the leading Spanish-American 
states on the Pacific or the Atlantic 
ocean, the voyage of the Oregon could 
have been obstructed, even by refusing 
her the privilege of coaling in their 
ports. 
This mode of pacific warfare by 
Peru, Chile, Argentina or Brazil would 
have made the voyage of the Oregon 
next to impossible. 
Unless we can for 
the future “ take a bond of fate” for our 
national security we shall realize some 
day how impossible it is to defend the 
coasts of the United States and our 
commerce while we permit a gap to ex­ 
ist between our eastern and western 
cost lines that is 18,000 miles in length. 
On the subject of the cost of construc­ 
tion of the canal there has been and is, 
of course, a wide diversity of opinion. 
The select committee, after thorough 
investigation and comparison of the va­ 
rious estimates, expressed the opinion 
that the cost will not exceed that of the 
Suez canal—$ 115, OOO, OOO. The mean of 
the estimates furnished by Admiral 
Walker, General Hains and Professor 
Haupt, respectively, is $118,000,000— 
the highest being $140,000,000, by 
General Hains, and the lowest, $90,- 
000,000, by Professor Hanpt. In closing 
its report on the pending bill the senate 
committee says: 
If we put the tonnage or the tolls of 
the Nicaragua canal at one-half the 
amount that the Suez canal receives, 
and the cost at the same sum—viz, 
$115,000,000—we have a 9 per oent 
dividend paying stock, which would 
yield annually $6,300,000 on the $70,- 
OOO, OOO of stock given to the United 
States in this bill in payment for its in­ 
dorsement of the bonds of the canal 
company, which is really for the benefit 
of the United States. 
This sum in ten 
years would pay to the stock of the 
United States $63,000,000, and at the 
rates of toll charged by the Suez canal 
it would pay for the canal in that time. 
The commission, headed by Admiral 
Walker, sent out to take a further ex­ 
amination of the survey and location of 
the Nicaragua canal, after making care­ 
ful examination of the harbors at Grey- 
town and Brito and of all the line of 
the canal that will connect thepi, have 
returned and are waiting to make up 
their final report when they have re­ 
ceived from engineering parties still in 
the field the exact data upon which 
they can make a final estimate of the 
cost of the entire canal when it is com­ 
pleted. They have based their estimates 
upon actual examinations and surveys 
of the entire route of the canal from 
ocean to ocean. In their measurements 
and levels, as indeed in all the engineer­ 
ing work, they have found that the pre­ 
vious surveys of Menocal have been ex­ 
act and true, so that there is no real 
discrepancy with their survey. 
This fact adds an element of certainty 
and reliability to Menocal’a surveys 
that inspires the strongest confidence in 
the conclusion the committee feels pre­ 
pared to state, that there is no real im­ 
pediment to the construction of this 
canal at a reasonable cost and that its 
permanency and usefulness as a water­ 
way for ahips are well assured. The 
commissioners agree with all engineers 
and commissions that have heretofore 
surveyed or examined the line of the 
canal that it is feasible and practical as 
an engineering work, that it can be 
safely and economically constructed on 
the general plan adopted in the survey 
of the canal by tho Maritime Canal 
company at a cost that is reasonable as 
compared with its value as a highway 
of commerce, and that it can be made 
securely permanent. They suggest a

TOPIC.—Lessons from the life of Elijah. 
I Kings xviii, 
Elijah is the most unique character in 
Biblical history. He has been well call­ 
ed “ the grandest and most romantic 
character that Israel ever produced.” 
He lived in an age when fearlessness 
and courage were greatly demanded and 
was always found equal to the great oc­ 
casions in which he was such a^fgomi- 
nent figure. From such a striking and 
heroic life we could not but learn many 
lessons, but Elijah’s life is pre-emi­ 
nently a lesson on prayer. Of all the 
Old Testament worthies who prevailed 
With God in prayer Elijah is selected 
by the apostle James to illustrate the 
fact that the “ effectual, fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much. ’ ’ He 
teaches us lessons on courage, on faith, 
on God’s faithfulness, but above every­ 
thing else his life illustrateethe power 
of prayer, and this characteristic alone 
we will emphasize. 
1. Elijah was a righteous man at 
prayer. Elijah was right with God in 
an age when most men were not so. He 
was on good terms with God at all 
times, and when critical moments came, 
in which all depended upon God’s favor 
and help, he could go to God with as­ 
surance that God would hear him. God 
does not hear sinners. 
Sin paralyzes 
many a prayer. “ If I regard iniquity in 
my heart,” says the psalmist, “ the 
Lord will not hear me.” It is well to 
be on good terms with God at all times, 
to live in such a way that when we 
greatly need His help and favor we may 
seek it with earnestness and assurance. 
2. Elijah’s prayers were definite and 
specific. He prayed for drought, for fire 
to descend upon his altars, for rad*. He 
illustrates definiteness in prayer. Too 
many of our prayers are glittering gen­ 
eralities. 
We ramble heedlessly and 
thoughtlessly over the whole creation 
without giving definiteness to our de­ 
sires before God. We should know what 
we want and then ask for it. Then our 
prayers would not be so long and so 
meaningless. 
8. Elijah illustrates faith in prayer. 
He had such sublime faith in God that 
he boldly declared that there should be 
no dew or rain but according to His 
word. Afterward, when he prayed for 
rain, he at once sent his servant out to 
see if the clouds had appeared. He be­ 
lieved that his prayer would be answer­ 
ed. How many Christians today in pray­ 
ing for rain leave their knees to go and 
look for the clouds? Many of us would 
be surprised to see them. There is much 
lack of faith in prayer. We pray and 
then we are surprised if the answer 
comes, which proves conclusively that 
we did not expect an answer. Our faith 
in God should be real and strong. 
Elijah’s whole life proves that our 
God is a prayer hearing and prayer an­ 
swering God. Let us ask that we may 
receive, seek that we may find, knock 
that it may be opened unto us.

Tribune correspondent recently a man 
who stands high in his profession and 
is regarded as one of the most compe­ 
tent and conservative authorities in re­ 
spect to naval affairs said: 
“ One of the lessons impressed on the 
people of the United States since the 
war began, as it never had been before, 
is the absolute necessity, as well as the 
importance from a national pc int of 
view, of the completion of the Nicaragua 
canal. The long voyage of the battle­ 
ship Oregon in itself was an object les­ 
son which everybody took to heart and 
understood. If the United States had 
been at war w ith a more enterprising 
naval power than Spain, the voyage of 
the battleship woald undoubtedly have 
been interrupted and might have ended 
in disaster instead of triumph. The les­ 
son was a valuable one, however, m ain­ 
ly for its suggestiveness, because, as it 
happened, the Oregon arrived in time 
aud in a condition ready for service. 
That was fortunate and well. 
“ But recent events have opened a 
wider vista before the people of the 
United States, and they clearly see 
things which were hidden from most of 
them six months ago, or which if seen 
were regarded as comparatively unim ­ 
portant. The stern logic of war has 
placed the United States in a new posi 
tion and attitude, with insular posses­ 
sions to be developed and defended, and 
with a moral responsibility for the fn 
tare government of Cuba which cannot 
be ignored or evaded. W hether or not 
the United States is under bonds to in 
sure peace and security and a decent 
government to the people of the Philip­ 
pines, who appear to have suffered as 
much from Spanish rapacity, cruelty 
and misgovernment as the people of 
Cuba, the fact remains that we have 
gained a foothold there which cannot 
be loosened. Our flag is to float ou land 
in Hawaii, in the Ladrones, in the Car­ 
olines and in the Philippines, as well 
as in the W est Indies, which were so 
long Spanish, and it must be defended 
wherever it floats. 
‘Of course we must have a bigger 
aud a stronger navy. It is one of the 
necessities of national defense as well 
as of our commercial development and 
growth as a nation and of the responsi­ 
bilities imposed upon us by the war 
with Spain and its results.

nnited their strength to waylay and 
surprise this im portant battleship. 
If Spain then had a single active ally 
among the leading Spanish-American 
states on the Pacific or the Atlantic 
ocean, the voyage of the Oregon could 
have been obstructed, even by refusing 
her the privilege of coaling in their 
ports. 
This mode of pacific warfare by 
Peru, Chile, Argentina or Brazil would 
have made the voyage of the Oregon 
next to impossible. 
Unless we can for 
the future “ take a bond of fate” for our 
national security we shall realize some 
day how impossible it is to defend the 
coasts of tho United States and our 
commerce while we permit a gap to ex­ 
ist between our eastern and western 
cost lines that is 18,000 miles in length. 
On the subject of the oost of construc­ 
tion of the canal there has been and is, 
of course, a wide diversity of opinion. 
The select committee, after thorough 
investigation and comparison of the va­ 
rious estimates, expressed the opinion 
that the cost will not exceed that of the 
Suez canal—$115, OOO, OOO. The mean of 
the estimates furnished by Admiral 
Walker, General Hains and Professor 
Haupt, respectively, is $118,000,000— 
the highest being $140,000,000, by 
General Hains, and the lowest, $90,- 
000,000, by Professor Haupt. In closing 
its report on the pending bill the senate 
committee says: 
If we put the tonnage or the tolls of 
the Nicaragua canal at one-half the 
amount that the Suez canal receives, 
and the cost at the same sum—viz,

T o pic.— Lesnont- from the life of Elijah. 
I Kings xviii. 
Elijah is t h e most unique character in 
| Biblical history. He has been well call- 
! ed “ the grandest aud most romantic 
character that Israel ever produced. 
He lived in an age when fearlessness 
and courage were greatly demanded and 
was always found equal to the great oc­ 
casions in which he was such a^rom i- 
nent figure. 
From such a striking and 
heroic life we could not but learn many 
lessons, but Elijah’s life is pre-emi­ 
nently a lesson on prayer. Of all the 
Old Testament worthies who prevailed 
W ith God in prayer Elijah is selected 
by the apostle James to illustrate the 
fact that the “ effectual, fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much. ’ ’ He 
teaches us lessons on courage, on faith, 
on God's faithfulness, but above every­ 
thing else his life illustrate^the power 
of prayer, and this characteristic alone 
that a water j we will emphasize. 
1. Elijah was a righteous n a n at 
prayer. Elijah was right with God in 
an age when most men were not so. He 
wTas on good terms with God at all 
times, and when critical moments came, 
in which all depended upon God’s favor 
and help, he could go to God with as­ 
surance that God would hear him. God 
does not hear sinners. 
Sin paralyzes 
many a prayer. “ If I regard iniquity in 
my heart,” says the psalmist, “ the 
Lord will not hear me.” It is well to 
be on good terms with God at all times, 
to live in such a way that when we 
greatly need His help and favor we may 
seek it with earnestness and assurance. 
2. Elijah’s prayers were definite and 
specific. He prayed for drought, for fire 
to descend upon his altars, for rai*. He 
illustrates definiteness in prayer. Too 
many of our prayers are glittering gen­ 
eralities. 
We ramble heedlessly and 
thoughtlessly over the whole creation 
without giving definiteness to our de­ 
sires before God. We should know what 
we want and then ask for it. Then our 
prayers would not be so long and so 
meaningless. 
8. Elijah illustrates faith in prayer. 
He had such sublime faith in God that 
he boldly declared that there should be 
no dew or rain but according to His 
word. Afterward, when he prayed for 
rain, he at once sent his servant out to 
see if the clouds had appeared. He be­ 
lieved that his prayer would be answer­ 
ed. How many Christians today in pray­ 
ing for rain leave their knees to go and 
look for the clouds? Many of us would 
be surprised to see them. There is much 
lack of faith in prayer. 
We pray and 
then we are surprised if the answer 
comes, ■which proves conclusively that 
we did not expect an answer. Our faith 
in God should be real and strong. 
E lijah’s whole life proves that our 
God is a prayer hearing and prayer an­ 
swering God. Let us ask that we may 
receive, seek that we may find, knock 
that it may be opened unto us.

The commission, headed by Admiral 
Walker, sent out to take a further ex­ 
amination of the survey and location of 
the Nicaragua canal, after making care­ 
ful examination of the harbors at Grey- 
town and Brito and of all the line of 
the canal that will connect them, have 
returned and are waiting to make up 
their final report when they have re­ 
ceived from engineering parties still in 
the field the exact data upon which 
they can make a final estimate of the 
cost of the entire canal when it is com­ 
pleted. They have based their estimates 
upon actual examinations and surveys 
of the entire route of the canal from 
ocean to ocean. In their measurements 
and levels, as indeed in all the engineer­ 
ing work, they have found that the pre­ 
vious surveys of Menocal have been ex­ 
act and true, so that there is no real 
discrepancy with their survey. 
This fact adds an element of certainty 
and reliability to Menocal’s surveys 
that inspires the strongest confidence in 
the conclusion the committee feels pre­ 
pared to state, that there is no real im ­ 
pediment to the construction of this 
canal at a reasonable cost and that its 
permanency and usefulness as a water­ 
way for ships are well assured. The 
commissioners agree with all engineers 
and commissions that have heretofore 
surveyed or examined the line of the 
canal that it is feasible and practical as 
an engineering work, that it can be 
safely and economically constructed on 
the general plan adopted in the survey 
of the canal by tho Maritime Canal 
company at a cost that is reasonable as 
compared with its value as a highway 
of commerce, and that it can be made 
securely permanent. They suggest a

THE BIO QUESTION. 
Much can be said concerning the occn 
pation of the Philippine islands, and 
doubtless mach will be said before the 
question is-settled. But that the settle 
B lent will be based upon good judgment 
an d will please the majority of the peo- 
pie there is little doubt. It may be 
necessary for this government to retain 
the islands, and it may be necessary to 
release them as soon as possible. 
The 
right coarse has not yet been determined, 
nor can it be until additional informa­ 
tion comes from across the Pacific. 
It 
seems, however, to be the principal 
question in settling np this war with 
Spain, and the result will be anx* 
iously awaited by those who do not be­ 
lieve in haniing down the Stars and 
Stripes after they have floated over any 
conquered territory, and with eqnal 
anxiety by the people who think the 
game is not worth the effort. 


THE EIGHTH IS ALL RIGHT. 
The Toledo Blade and the Mansfield 
News have seen fit to condemn the 
Eighth Ohio Volunteers because a press 
report said its commander. 
Colonel 
Hard, wanted aotive campaigning in 
Porto Rico or to be sent home. 
Evidently the papers in question do 
not know the Eighth. They are not 
acquainted with the personnel of the com­ 
mand; or they woald never think of 
saying one word against the brave boys 
who are proud to march behind its 
Obion. The Eighth is all right. In its 
ranks can be found soores of the best 
young men in Eastern Ohio. Many of 
its officers were trained in military 
schools and in the National Guard long 
before the war began, while in the ranks 
oan be found business and professional 
men,side by side with skilled mechanics, 
all imbued with the spirit of patriotism 
and determined to do their duty. They 
enlisted because they believed their ser­ 
vices would be needed, and they have 
only carried but what they had in their 
hearts months ago when they asked for 
active service. * 
The charge that the Eighth has been 
favored because some of the companies 
are from tho Eighteenth district, and 
Secretary Charles Dick, of the national 
Republican committee, is its lieutenant 
oolonel, is nonsense. The Eighth has 
not been favored. For weeks it re­ 
mained at Camp Bushnell when every 
man was eager, for orders taking it to 
the front. The same experience marked 
the stay at damp Alger, and when it 
finally left that place it was because the 
entire Seoond brigade had been ordered 
to Santiago. After the landing in Caba 
the Eighth was hurried to the heights 
above the city, where it has since re­ 
mained, enduring all the hardships of 
that inhospitable oountry without a 
murmur, passing through experiences 
far worse th$n battle, yet lacking the 
excitement of conflict, a solace, they 
say, in such circumstances. Meantime 
the remainder of the Seoond brigade 
was not even landed in Cuba, but or­ 
dered to Porto Rico, where the lives of 
the soldiers is heaven as compared to the 
hardships made necessary by the condi­ 
tions attendant upon life in the hills 
about Santiago. 
Again can we say the Eighth is all 
right, and the N e w s R e v ie w is only 
too glad to join in the sentiment, pre va 
lent in Eastern Ohio, that all the boys 
have done what they were expected to 
do, their full duty. 


The N ew s R eview for news. 


James McConnaughy yesterday after 
noon was bound over to oourt in the 
sum of $600 by Mayor Bough for shoot­ 
ing Frank O'Hanlon. 
When the report of the N e w s R ev iew 
closed yesterday afternoon O’Hanlon 
was still on the stand, bat told nothing 
of importance except that no vile words 
passed between himself and the prisoner. 
Irwin 
Shaffer, 
who 
accompanied 
O’Hanlon on the trip, was called and 
testified as follows: “I was sent out to 
the country for a cow, and O’Hanlon 
went along as company. When we got 
oat there we had to turn around 
and come back and when we 
got 
on the bridge I remember of hearing 
a shot and O’Hanlon said to me, ‘I am 
shot,’ and I told him I did not think he 
was. Then he got out of the buggy and 
I got out after him and the horse started 
and ran and I caught the horse. 
Then 
O’Hanlon came to me, and told me to 
take him home, and he got in the buggy 
and I drove him to Stoffle’s where I left 
him, and drove the horse to the livery 
stable. This is all I know about it.” 
On cross examination he said: "W e 
went over to Peter A. Pugh’s to get a 
cow for John Rinehart, and left here 
about 7:80. 
I drove up to Third 
street 
where 
Frank 
got 
in, and 
it 
must 
have 
been 
after 
IO 
o’clock 
when 
we 
arrived 
there. 
On our way over we stopped 
at 
at Chester and bought some cigars and 
we gave a man two bottles of beer which 
he drank, as Frank said he worked 
hard all day and a glass of beer would 
be good for him. I don’t know the 
man’s name, but it was not Allison. 
We met him later on. We made no 
more stops nntil we reached Bob Alli­ 
son and he drank two bottles and a 
portion of another one. We then went 
direct to Pngh’s and I got out of the 
buggy and went in and told him I 
wanted the cow.” 
The witness then told how he had 
failed to get the oow, and described the 
home 
trip 
as 
follows: “On 
the 
return trip 
I 
remember 
drinking 
one bottle between us at the school 
house, and I don’t know how much we 
drank all told. I think the bottle at the 
school house was the last one, and I 
don’t think we had any more. 
We ar­ 
rived on the bridge after 12 o’olook. It 
was cloudy and the moon was dim. Yon 
coaid not distinguish parties 16 or 20 
feet away. The beer had nothing to do 
with that. Frank was right alongside 
of me in the buggy, and we didn’t pull 
a bottle of beer on the bridge. la m 
positive I did not, and I didn’t see 
Frank take any out. I didn’t see him 
have any beer while on the bridge, 
did not see him drink any, and if he 
had I would have seen him. I saw four 
people on the bridge when I was not IO 
feet away from them. When we were 
in the buggy coming across the bridge 
I heard a report, and Frank said he was 
shot and I told him I didn’t believe it. 
I stopped the buggy and he got out and 
walked along the footpath, and I fol­ 
lowed, but the horse started to run and 
I went after it. Then Frank came 
back and told me to take him home. 
I don't know who was on the bridge, 
except that there were two men and 
two women and some more people at 
the toll house. To the best of my recol­ 
lection we were in the buggy when the 
shot was fired. I don’t see how I could 
be drunk as I did not have enough to 
drink. I don’t think Frank was drunk 
when he was shot. If he got out of the 
buggy and went over to the people 
don’t know anything about it. I was 
not intoxicated. I heard no talking 
and heard no one say ‘Hello Kid.’ 
If 
they had I would have heard it. We 
drank the last bottle of beer at the 
school house.” 
Dr. William J. Taylor testified that 
when he was called O’Hanlon was sui 
foxing from a pistol wound in his left 
side, which struck his sixth rib and 
passed downward and backward slightly 
He stated that O’Hanlon was practically 
oat of danger. 
John Martin, tollkeeper at the Ohio 
ride of the bridge testified as follows 


Late in the evening we had two ladies 
and two young men going to the 
Virginia side of the river. After they 
paid toll they passed the toll house and 
met a rig with two men in it. One 
of the men in the rig wanted to know 
if the party had any tobies. They said 
they didn’t, and then the man asked for 
tobacco. One of the boys going to the 
Virginia side said he had some. Then 
the two men in the buggy got out and 
went to talking about scab beer. One 
asked the other if he said that was scab, 
and he replied yes, and the other man 
says ‘yon area d 
rn liar.’ I heard 
them striking one another but I couldn’t 
tell who was fighting. I then heard 
someone say ‘By God. I ’ll shoot you* and 
saw the flash of the revolver. The horse 
was loose and started toward me, and 
the young man who claimed he was 
shot walked down to the toll house, 
turned him around to the light and saw 
that he had been shot. He then got In 
the buggy and started down town.” 
On cross examination the witness 
said? 
“The shooting occurred OO or 
70 feet from the toll house or almost 
directly over the railroad. 
The crowd 
that passed the toll house had had a few 
drinks or just enough to make them feel 
pert, but not enough to hurt them. 
The two men in the buggy were badly 
rum durn and didn’t know whether they 
were walking or riding horseback 
They were very drunk. I think the 
man in the buggy was the first to speak 
and don’t think there would have been 
any trouble if the parties in the buggy 
had not started it.” 
John Cunningham said: “I heard 
the fuss when I reached the toll house 
and walked out to where they were 
O’Hanlon was striking at McConnaughy 
and backing him towards me. I heard 
Jim tell him he woald shoot him and Jim 
shot him, and I went to catch the horse 
bat Shaffer stopped it before I arrived 
The two men in the buggy were pretty 
well tanked. I mean they were drunk.’ 
On cross examination he said: “! 
didn’t hear any conversation, but they 
were talking loud and strong. I was 
about four feet away when I saw O'Han 
Ion striking at McConnaaghy who was 
backing away and seemingly trying to 
ward off blows. 
It looked to me as 
though O’Hanlon would give Jim a good 
thumping.” This closed the testimony 
for the prosecution and Lena Many 
penny was the only witness called for 
the defense. She said : 
Jim and I and Dore Richardson and 
Lottie Skiles were walking across the 
bridge when we saw a baggy coming 
across the bridge this way. 
We were 
walking slow when we met it and Mr 
O’Hanlon spoke first, and said, ‘Hello 
there, people,’ and Dore said ‘Hello. 
We were walking slow, and the buggy 
stopped and O’Hanlon asked us to have 
a drink and he passed the bottle, but 
im and I didn’t drink. When the bot­ 
tle oame to Jim he struck a match and 
ooked at the label and said it was union 
goods. O’Hanlon asked him how he 
mew, and Jim said he was a bartender 
and knew, and O’Hanlon told Jim he 
was not a union man and that he was a 
scab himself. Lottie spoke up and said 
Jim was a union man, and O’Hanlon 
pushed her away and drew back his 
other hand to strike her, but Dore 
struck his hand down. O’Hanlon tried 
to strike her again, but Dore stepped up 
and O’Hanlon struck at him. 
Dore 
struck back and O’Hanlon fell against 
Jim, who shoved him away. He then 
struck at Jim and Jim stepped hack aud 
O’Hanlon followed him and kept on 
striking at him, but Jim did not strike 
back. Jim told him to stand back as he 
did not come out for any trouble, and 
O’Hanlon said nothing but kept on fol­ 
lowing him up. I told Jim to come on 
and O’Hanlon put his foot in front of 
me and told me I could not pass. O’Han 
Ion seemed as though he was very angry 
and acted as though he was looking for 
a fight. O’Hanlon again stepped ap to 
Jim who told him to stand back, and 
O’Hanlon put his hand in his hip pocket 
and said, ‘I’ll fix you.’ I was very badly 
scared but Jim put his hand in his hip 
pocket and polled a revolver out and put 
it to his side. Jim told him him to stand 
aside or he would shoot, and O’Hanlon 
struck him in the face and said, ‘Shoot 
yon------------- » and Jim shot him.” 
The erose examination 
developed 
nothing of importance, and Attorney 
Heinlein made a plea for the prisoner 
and asked that the bond be made low.

James McConnaughy yesterday after­ 
noon was bound over to oourt in the 
sum of $500 by Mayor Bough for shoot­ 
ing Frank O’Hanlon. 
When the report of the N ew s R ev iew 
closed yesterday afternoon O’Hanlon 
was still on the stand, but told nothing 
of importance except that no vile words 
passed between himself and the prisoner. 
Irwin 
Shaffer, 
who 
accompanied 
O’Hanlon on the trip, was called and 
testified as follows: “I was sent out to 
the country for a cow, and O’Hanlon 
went along as company. When we got 
out there we had to turn around 
and come back and when we 
got 
on the bridge I remember of hearing 
a shot and O’Hanlon said to me, 'I am 
shot,’ and I told him I did not think he 
was. Then he got out of the buggy and 
I got out after him and the horse started 
and ran and I canght the horse. 
Then 
O’Hanlon came to me, and told me to 
take him home, and he got in the boggy 
and I drove him to Stofile’s where I left 
him, and drove the horse to the livery 
stable. This is all I know about it." 
On cross examination he said: "We 
went over to Peter A. Pugh’s to get a 
cow for John Rinehart, and left here 
about 7:80. 
I drove up to Third 
street 
where 
Frank 
got 
in, and 
it 
must 
have 
been 
after 
IO 
o’clock 
when 
we 
arrived 
there. 
On our way 
over we stopped 
at 
at Chester and bought some cigars and 
we gave a man two bottles of beer which 
he drank, as Frank said he worked 
hard all day and a glass of beer woald 
be good for him. I don’t know the 
man’s name, but it was not Allison. 
We met him later on. We made no 
more stops nntil we reached Bob Alli­ 
son and he drank two bottles and a 
portion of another one. We then went 
direot to Pugh’s and I got out of the 
buggy and went in and told him I 
wanted the cow." 
The witness then told how he had 
failed to get the cow, and described the 
home 
trip 
as 
follows: "On 
the 
return trip 
I 
remember 
drinking 
one bottle between us at the school 
house, and I don’t know how much we 
drank all told. I think the bottle at the 
school house was the last one, and I 
don't think we had any more. 
We ar­ 
rived on the bridge after 12 o’clock. It 
was cloudy and the moon was dim. Yon 
could not distinguish parties 15 or 20 
feet away. The beer had nothing to do 
with that. Frank was right alongside 
of me in the boggy, and we didn’t pull 
a bottle of beer on the bridge. I am 
positive I did not, and I didn’t see 
Frank take any out. I didn’t see him 
have any beer while on the bridge. I 
did not see him drink any, and if he 
had I would have seen him. I saw four 
people on the bridge when I was not IO 
feet away from them. When we were 
in the buggy coming across the bridge 
I heard a report, and Frank said he was 
shot and I told him I didn’t believe it. 
I stopped the buggy and he got out and 
walked along the footpath, and I fol­ 
lowed, bnt the horse started to run and 
I went after it. Then Frank came 
back and told me to take him home. 
I don’t know who was on the bridge, 
except that there were two men and 
i;wo women and some more people at 
the toll house. To the best of my recol- 
] ection we were in the buggy when the 
shot was fired. I don’t see how I could 
be drunk as I did not have enough to 
drink. I don’t think Frank was drunk 
when he was shot. If he got out of the 
buggy and went over to the people I 
don’t know anything about it. I was 
not intoxicated. I heard no talking 
and heard no one say ‘Hello Kid.’ If 
they had I would have heard it. We 
drank the last bottle of beer at the 
school house." 
Dr. William J. Taylor testified that 
when he was called O’Hanlon was suf­ 
fering from a pistol wound in his left 
side, which struck his sixth rib and 
passed downward and backward slightly. 
Ie stated that O’Hanlon was practically 
out of danger. 
John Martin, tollkeeper at the Ohio 
side of the bridge testified as follows: 


“Late in the evening we had two ladies 
and two young men going to the 
Virginia side of the river. 
After they 
paid toll they passed the toll house and 
met a rig with two men in it. One 
of the men in the rig wanted to know 
if the party had any tobies. They said 
they didn’t, and then the man asked for 
tobacco. One of the boys going to the 
Virginia side said he had some. Then 
the two men in the buggy got out and 
went to talking about scab beer. One 
asked the other if he said that was scab, 
and he replied yes, and the other man 
says ‘yon area d 
m liar.’ I heard 
them striking one another bat I couldn’t 
tell who was fighting. I then heard 
someone say ‘By God, I’ll shoot you’ and 
saw the flash of the revolver. The horse 
was loose and started toward me, and 
the young man who claimed he was 
shot walked down to the toll house. I 
turned him around to the light and saw 
that he had been shot. He then got In 
the buggy and started down town." 
On cross examination the witness 
said? 
"The shooting occurred 60 or 
70 feet from the toll house or almost 
directly over the railroad. 
The crowd 
that passed the toll house had had a few 
drinks or just enough to make them feel 
pert, but not enough to hurt them. 
The two men in the buggy were badly 
rum durn and didn’t know whether they 
were walking or riding 
horseback. 
They were very drank. I think the 
man in the boggy was the first to speak 
and don’t think there woald have been 
any trouble if the parties in the buggy 
had not started it." 
John Cunningham said: "I heard 
the fuss when I reached the toll house, 
and walked out to where they were. 
O’Hanlon was striking at McConnaughy 
and backing him towards me. I heard 
Jim tell him he would shoot him and Jim 
shot him, and I went to catch the horse, 
bnt Shaffer stopped it before I arrived. 
The two men in the buggy were pretty 
well tanked. I mean they were drunk." 
On cross examination he said: "I 
didn’t hear any conversation, but they 
were talking loud and strong. I was 
about four feet away when I saw O’Han­ 
lon striking at McConnaaghy who was 
backing away and seemingly trying to 
ward off blows. 
It looked to me as 
though O’Hanlon woald give Jim a good 
thumping.’’ This closed the testimony 
for the prosecution and Lena Many- 
penny was the only witness called for 
the defense. She said : 
"Jim and I and Dore Richardson and 
Lottie Skiles were walking across the 
bridge when we saw a buggy coming 
across the bridge this way. 
We were 
walking slow when we met it and Mr. 
O’Hanlon spoke first, and said, ‘Hello, 
there, people,’ and Dore said ‘Hello.’ 
We were walking slow, and the buggy 
stopped and O’Hanlon asked us to have 
a drink and he passed the bottle, but 
Jim and I didn’t drink. When the bot­ 
tle came to Jim he struck a match and 
looked at the label and said it was anion 
goods. O’Hanlon asked him how he 
knew, and Jim said he was a bartender 
and knew, and O’Hanlon told Jim he 
was not a anion man and that he was a 
scab himself. Lottie spoke np and said 
Jim was a union man, and O’Hanlon 
pushed her away and drew back his 
other hand to strike her, but Dore 
struok his hand down. O’Hanlon tried 
to strike her again, bnt Dore stepped np 
and O’Hanlon struck at him. 
Dore 
struok back and O’Hanlon fell against 
Jim, who shoved him away. He then 
struck at Jim and Jim stepped back and 
O’Hanlon followed him and kept on 
striking at him, but Jim did not strike 
back. Jim told him to stand back as he 
did not come out for any trouble, and 
O’Hanlon said nothing bat kept on fol­ 
lowing him up.

T h e board of health met in regular 


g e s s i o n in the mayor’s office, last even­ 
ing at 8:40 o’clock, and adjourned at 
11:15 o’clock. 
Messrs. Keffer, Kerr, 
Goodwin and Chambers were the only 
members present. Clerk Bnrsner went 
home before the meeting was called to 
order, aud the minutes of the last meet- 
mg were not read. In his absence Mr. 
Keffer filled the place. 
The sanitary officer’s report for the 
asouth of July was read as follow s: 
permits to construct vaults, 6 ; vaults 
cleaned, SO; notices to abate nuisances, 
IO: verbal notices, 160. 
The committee appointed at the last 
meeting to make arrangements for the 
disposal of the garbage reported they 
had made a deal with a man who “went 
back on his contract and ask that they be 
retained.” This was done. 
Member Chambers at this point ad­ 
dressed the members of the board as fol­ 
lows: 
“Gentlemen, I want to speak a short 
time about the sanitary condition of the 
city. The health officer has just said 
but two cases of typhoid fever had 
been reported last month, and one so far 
this month. To my personal knowledge 
I know of eight or nine cases of fever in 
East End. Only three cases have been 
sported. 
Isn’t someone neglecting his 
duty? 
“I am aware that the flood of June 19 
last has wrought havoc to onr city, and 
has greatly interfered with the du­ 
ties of 
the board and its officers. 
There is a house in Pennsylvania avenue 
occupied by 
Reverend 
Salmon and 
owned by Mrs. Friend. After the waters 
of Lake’s run had receded, in the cellar 
of this house was a lot of old rags, 
debris, mud, leaves and decomposed 
fruit. This dirt was in the cellar for 
two or three weeks. Then it was taken 
out and placed on Pennsylvania avenue 
where it remained for several weeks 
under the hot sun. Just such as that is 
a breeder for fever. People came to me 
aud made threats of bringing Dr. O. O. 
Probst, of Columbus, to Liverpool. What 
would he say of that debris and of the 
board of health? Someone is at fault. 
“I brought the health officer and san 
nary police to East End and shewed 
them the place. The health officer,after 
a member of the board had told him 
there was an odor arising from the place, 
talked with other people to see if it was 
so. He doubted my word, seemingly. 
I know the doctor will say he saw Conn 
oilman Peach, of the street committee, 
and asked him to have it removed, but 
still ii 
remained 
there. 
After 
saw that nothing was going to he 
done 
I 
had 
it 
removed 
at 
my 
expense. There were about 14 loads and 
it was taken to where they were grad­ 
ing in Pennsylvania avenue. It was 
then covered up. It was the duty of the 
health officer to have it removed and 
charged to the property owner. I there­ 
fore charge the officer with neglect of 
duty.” 
Doctor Ogden heard with patience 
and then told the board that he saw Mr. 
Peach and had done his duty in every 
sense of the word. 
Sanitary Officer Burgess corroborated 
the officer’s statement. 
Mr. Chambers then said: “I move 
that we dispense with the services of 
Doctor Ogden as health officer.” 
Mr. Goodwin seconded the motion, 
nt when the vote was taken it was a 
tie, Members Kerr and Keffer voting 
no.

Cockatoos. 
The cockatoos constitute a branch of 
the great parrot family, and, with the 
exception of the species which inhabits 
the Philippine islands, are peculiar to 
the Australasian region. 
Leadbeater’s cockatoo is one of the 
most beautiful of the group, his white 
plumage being tinged with rose color— 
W. T. Greene, the great author’ty on 
cage parrots, describes it aptly ae “ rasp­ 
berry and cream” color—but as his 
mental endowments are by no means 
equal to his personal attractions he is 
less popular as a pet than species with 
more intelligence than good looks. One 
point in his favor must be mentioned— 
he is a less determined screamer than 
the majority of cockatoos. 
This, how­ 
ever, is not saying much. In his native 
woods of South Australia Leadbeater’s 
cockatoo is very shy and difficult to ap­ 
proach. The birds sent to Europe, no 
doubt taken as nestlings in the majori­ 
ty of instances, remain usually wild 
and suspicions, though they hear con­ 
finement well and do not suffer from 
the cold. 
At home in Australia the cockatoo is 
not beloved of the farmer, and it can 
be well imagined that a flock of these 
big birds, amounting often to thousands, 
commit fearful havoc upon the crops. 
Hence it is shot down as remorselessly 
as the sparrow in England when it 
grows too numerous to be acceptable to 
the agriculturist. Like the rest of the 
genus, this cockatoo usually makes its 
nest in a hollow tree, where the hen 
lays two pure white eggs.—St. Louis 
Republic.

LIFE IN PORTO RICO. 


SOME OF THE CUSTOMS OF OUR NEW 
TERRITORY. 


Mode of Life Resembles That o f European 
Countries—Monotony of Life at San Juan. 
Liberty of the Press Is Unknown—Li­ 
censes Required For Everything. 


According to a Porto Rican now in 
New York the latest estimates of the 
population of the island puts it at about 
900,000, of whom 140,000 are penin­ 
s u la r , or natives of Spain, and from 
12,000 to 14,000 foreigners, mostly 
Frenchmen, Italians, Germans, English­ 
men and Americans, other nationalities 
being very little represented. The na­ 
tive population is composed of two- 
thirds whites, descendants of Spaniards 
and people of other European conn tries, 
and one-third negroes and mulattoes, 
or people of mixed blood. 
The mode of life is very similar to 
that of the European countries except 
for some slight differences due to the 
hot climate. Fashions for man and 
women alike are introduced from Spain, 
and especially from Paris and London. 
The well to do in the principal towns 
dress just like people in European coun­ 
tries, men wearing woolen clothes all 
the year ronnd. 
The young women 
dress very elaborately, and all wear 
hats, the Spanish mantilla being worn 
only by elderly women. In the small 
towns men dress after the fashion of 
the cities, but wear linen fabrics, as 
woolen clothes are very uncomfortable, 
are considered a luxury and are worn 
on holy days and Sundays only. Labor­ 
ers and farmhands do not wear coats 
or shoes. They do not care to do so, 
land if they did they could not afford 
to, as their wages are very small. 
Life at San Juan and the other prin­ 
cipal towns is very monotonous, the 
only amusements being retreta, or con­ 
cert, by the military bands twice a week 
and theatrical performances three or 
four evenings a week, matinees being 
given very seldom. 
The theaters are 
owned by the cities and rented to Euro­ 
pean companies traveling through the 
island at so much an evening. 
The principal towns of the island are 
San Juan, the capital, on the north 
coast, with 81,250 inhabitants; Ponce, 
on the south coast, with 44,500 inhab­ 
itants; Mayaguez, on the west coast, 
with 29,500 inhabitants; Agnadilla, on 
the same coast, but more to the north, 
with 14,000; Arecibo, on the north 
coast, with 9,800 inhabitants; Homa- 
cao, Arroyo and Fajardo, all seaports. 
Other important inland towns are San 
German, Yauco and Gnayama. 
The 
population of San Juan is that of the 
town and its suburbs, but that of the 
other towns named includes all the in­ 
habitants of the districts—that is to 
say, the country around the town. San 
Juan, built on a small island connected 
with the mainland by the San Antonio 
bridge, is quite a beautiful city, with 
straight but narrow streets and many 
fine buildings. It has several public in­ 
stitutions and colleges, several churches 
and seven small parks, among them the 
Plazuela de Santiago, with a very good 
statue of Columbus. The city is lighted 
by gas supplied by an English company 
and by electricity supplied by a local 
corporation. 
There are l l newspapers 
of all kinds, the principal one being La 
Correspondencia, a daily political pa­ 
per, with a circulation of about 7,000 
copies, which is equal to that of the 
other papera combined. There is a local 
telephone oompany, bat no water ex­ 
cept that of the cisterna 
A reservoir 
was projected and the plan was approv­ 
ed by the government some 50 years 
ago, but owing to the manana system it 
has not been finished yet. 
The history of the Spanish adminis­ 
tration in the island is one of cruelty 
and corruption. The Spaniards began 
by exterminating the native Indian pop­ 
ulation, which some historians place as 
large as 500,000, in less than a century. 
Every branch of the administration of 
the island is conducted under a system 
of corruption, the law is constantly vio­ 
lated by the Spaniards, and the natives 
are deprived of their rights. At elec­ 
tions the Spanish or Conservative party 
always wins, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is in a large minority. 
The liberty of the press is unknown. 
Articles printed in the Madrid or other 
Spanish papers attacking the govern­ 
ment cannot be reproduced by any Porto 
Rican paper without the editors being 
punished even if the article in question 
had not been considered ground for 
prosecution by the authorities in Spain. 
No more than 19 persons are allowed 
to meet in any place on the island with­ 
out special permission of the govern­ 
ment, and a representative of the mayor 
of the town must attend meetings to 
see that nothing is done or said against 
“ the integrity of the nation. ” Licenses 
are required for everything, even for a 
dancing party. These are some of the 
things which caused the people at 
Ponce to cheer the Americans who took 
possession of the town.—New York 
Sun.

According to a Porto Rican now in 
New York the latest estimates of the 
population of the island puts it at about 
900,000, of whom 140,000 are penin­ 
s u la r , or natives of Spain, and from 
12,000 to 14,000 foreigners, mostly 
Frenchmen, Italians. Germans, English­ 
men and Americans, other nationalities 
being very little represented. The na­ 
tive population is composed of two- 
thirds whites, descendants of Spaniards 
and people of other European countries, 
•md one-third negroes and mulattoes, 
or people of mixed blood. 
The mode of life is very similar to 
that of the European countries except 
for some slight differences due to the 
hot climate. Fashions for man and 
women alike are introduced from Spain, 
and especially from Paris and London. 
The well to do in the principal towns 
dress just like people in European coun 
tries, men wearing woolen clothes all 
the year round. 
The young women 
dress very elaborately, and all wear 
hats, the Spanish mantilla being worn 
only by elderly women. In the small 
towns men dress after the fashion of 
the oities, but wear linen fabrics, as 
woolen clothes are very uncomfortable, 
are considered a luxury and are worn 
on holy days and Sundays only. Labor­ 
ers and farmhands do not wear coats 
or shoes. They do not care to do so, 
and if they did they could not afford 
to, as their wages are very small. 
Life at San Juan and the other prin­ 
cipal towns is very monotonous, the 
only amusements being retreta, or con­ 
cert, by the military bands twice a week 
and theatrical performances three or 
four evenings a week, matinees being 
given very seldom. 
The theaters are 
owned by the cities and rented to Euro­ 
pean companies traveling through the 
island at so much an evening. 
The principal towns of the island are 
San Juan, the capital, on the north 
coast, with 31,250 inhabitants; Ponce, 
on the south coast, with 44,500 inhab­ 
itants; Mayagnez, on the west coast, 
with 29,500 inhabitants; Agnadilla, on 
the same coast, but more to the north, 
with 14,000; Arecibo, on the north 
coast, with 9,800 inhabitants; Hnma- 
cao, Arroyo and Fajardo, all seaports. 
Other important inland towns are San 
German, Yauco and Gnayama. 
The 
population of San Juan is that of the 
town and its suburbs, but that of the 
other towns named includes all the in­ 
habitants of the districts—that is to 
say, the country around the town. San 
Juan, built on a small island connected 
with the mainland by the San Antonio 
bridge, is quite a beautiful city, with 
straight but narrow streets and many 
fine buildings. It has several public in­ 
stitutions and colleges, several churches 
and seven small parks, among them the 
Plaznela de Santiago, with a very good 
statue of Columbus. The city is lighted 
by gas supplied by an English company 
and by electricity supplied by a local 
corporation. 
There are l l newspapers 
of all kinds, the principal one being La 
Correspondencia, a daily political pa­ 
per, with a circulation of about 7,000 
copies, which is equal to that of the 
other papers combined. There is a local 
telephone oompany, but no water ex 
copt that of the cisterna 
A reservoir 
was projected and the plan was approv­ 
ed by the government some 50 years 
ago, but owing to the manana system it 
has not been finished yet. 
The history of the Spanish adminis­ 
tration in the island is one of cruelty 
and corruption. The Spaniards began 
by exterminating the native Indian pop­ 
ulation, which some historians place as 
large as 500,000, in less than a century. 
Every branch of the administration o f 
the island is conducted under a system 
of corruption, the law is constantly vio­ 
lated by the Spaniards, and the natives 
are deprived of their rights. At elec­ 
tions the Spanish or Conservative party 
always wins, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is in a large minority. 
The liberty of the press is unknown. 
Articles printed in the Madrid or other 
Spanish papers attacking the govern­ 
ment cannot be reproduced by any Porto 
Rican paper without the editors being 
punished even if the article in question 
md not been considered ground for 
prosecution by the authorities in Spain. 
No more than 19 persons are allowed 
to meet in any place on the island with­ 
out special permission of the govern­ 
ment, and a representative of the mayor 
of the town must attend meetings to 
see that nothing is done or said against 
‘the integrity of the nation. ” Licenses 
are required for everything, even for a 
dancing party. These are some of the 
things which caused the people at 
?once to cheer the Americans who took 
possession of the town.—New York 
Sun. 


G«-n«>rnI Thom ** I* O pposed to AM iim lng 
Any K*>npunt*it>ility In T hrill. 
General T h o m a s, in a recent interview 
on term T in 1 expansion, s a id : “ I think 
the almost universal sentiment iii New 
York city is in favor of letting the 
Philippine islands alem*. We want Por­ 
to Hico and Cuba, but we can best con­ 
fine our energies to this hemisphere aud 
not attempt to spread over the orient. 
There are no good arguments in favor of 
annexing the Philippines, so far as I 
have heard, and many strong ones 
against it will occur to every man who 
considers the present situation and the 
possible consequences. 
I wish Dewey 
had gone back to Hongkong after he de­ 
stroyed that fleet and left the insur­ 
gents and the Spaniards to fight it out. 
“ Nothing but difficulties and prob­ 
lems appear when you contemplate the 
organization of a government at Ma­ 
nila, without any adequate compensa 
tion, and the obligations we assume are 
something we cannot measure. 
The 
people of the Philippines are of a differ­ 
ent race from any we iiave ever had to 
do with, and for a nation entirely with 
out experience in colonization are a 
tough lot to begin on. 
We might as 
well tackle a chunk of China. Even the 
Spanish were never able to control the 
Philippines further than their guns 
could reach; they never attempted to 
govern any part of the islands except in 
a few seaports and the country immedi­ 
ately around them. The mountain tribes, 
which compose 90 per cent of the popu­ 
lation, are 
unconquered barbarians, 
worse than our Indians, and it would 
be always necessary to have a large 
standing army to protect the civilized 
settlements against them. The popula­ 
tion of the cities is entirely foreign to 
us, aud a mixed lot that is very difficult 
to govern. The conscience of our coun­ 
try would not permit us to rob them, 
and we could get no revenue ont of them 
otherwise. I oannot see what there is in 
the Philippines for us, anyhow, and I 
do not think we ought to assume any 
responsibility in them.”—William E. 
Certis in Chicago Record.

THE EIGHTH IS ALL RIGHT. 
The Toledo Blade and the Mansfield 
News have seen fit to condemn the 
Eighth Ohio Volunteers because a press 
report said its commander. 
Colonel 
Hard, wanted active campaigning in 
Porto Rico or to be sent home. 
Evident? the papers in question do 
not know the Eighth. They are not 
acquainted with the personnel of the com* 
maud; or they woald never think of 
saying one word against the brave boys 
who are proud to march behind its 
oolors. The Eighth is all right. In its 
ranks can be found scores of the best 
young men in Eastern Ohio. Many of 
its officers were trained in military 
schools and in the National Guard long 
before the war began, while in the ranks 
can be found business and professional 
men,side bv side with skilled mechanics, 
all imbued with the spirit of patriotism 
and determined to do their doty. They 
enlisted because they believed their aer* 
rices would be needed, and they have 
only carried bot what they had in their 
hearts months ago when they asked for 
active service. • 
The oharge that the Eighth has been 
favored because some of the companies 
are from the Eighteenth district, and 
Secretary Charles Dick, of the national 
Republican committee, is its lieutenant 
colonel, is nonsense. The Eighth has 
not been favored. For weeks it re­ 
mained at Camp Bushnell wheu every 
man was eager for orders taking it to 
the front. The same experience marked 
the stay at Camp Alger, and when it 
finally left that place it was because the 
entire Second brigade had been ordered 
to Santiago. After the landing in Cuba 
the Eighth was hurried to the heights 
above the city, where it has since re 
wained. eudurihg all the hardships of 
that inhospitable ooontry without a 
murmur, passing through experiences 
far worse than battle, yet lacking the 
excitement of con dict, a solace, they 
say, in such circumstances. Meantime 
the remainder of the Second brigade 
was not even landed in Cuba, but or­ 
dered to Porto Rioo, where the lives of 
the soldiers is heaven as compared to the 
hardships made necessary by the condi­ 
tions attendant upon life in the hills 
about Santiago. 
Again can we say the Eighth is all 
right, aud the N e w s R e v ie w 
i s only 
too glad to join in the sentiment, preva­ 
lent in Eastern Ohio, that all the boys 
have done what they were expected to 
do, their full duty.

Cockatoo*. 
The cockatoo* constitute a branch of 
the great parrot fam ily, and, w ith the 
exception of the species which inhabits 
the Philippine islands, are peculiar to 
the A ustralasian region. 
Leadbeater’s cockatoo is one of the 
most beautiful of the group, b 's w hite 
plumage being tinged w ith rose o lo r — 
W. T. Greene, the great author.’ty on 
cage parrots, describes it aptly as “ rasp­ 
berry and cream ” oolor— but as his 
mental endowments are by no means 
equal to his personal a ttr a c t ins he is 
less popular as a pet than species with 
more intelligence than good looks. Out* 
point in his favor m ust be m entioned— 
ie is a less determ ined screamer than 
the m ajority of cockatoos. 
This, how­ 
ever, is not saying much. In his native 
woods of South A ustralia Leadbnater’s 
cockatoo is very shy aud difficult to ap­ 
proach. 
The birds sent to Europe, no 
doubt taken as nestlings in the m ajori­ 
ty of instances, rem ain usually wild 
aud suspicious, though they bear con­ 
finement well and do not suffer from 
the cold. 
At home in A ustralia the cockatoo is 
not beloved of the farmer, aud it can 
be well im agined that u flock of these 
big birds, am ounting often to thousands, 
commit fearful havoo upon the crops. 
Hence it is shot down as remorselessly 
as the sparrow in England when it 
grows UXJ num erous to be acceptable to 
the agriculturist. Like the rest of the 
genus, this cockatoo usually makes itN 
nest in a hollow tree, where the ben 
lays two pure w hite eggs.—Bt. Louis 
Republic.

So Sold th e Colored Soldier as He K illed 
a Spaniard. 
Mrs. Johnson of New York got two 
letters from her son, Private Harry C. 
Johnston, Company F, 
Seventy-first 
regiment. New York volunteers, re 
cently. One of the letters contained a 
bit of cloth from a dead Spaniard s 
trousers arid a splinter from a boat of 
the Vizcaya. The bit of trousers was 
cut by a colored private of the Sixth in 
fan try, who had killed the Spaniard. 
Describing the killing of the Span­ 
iard, young Johnston writes: “ Two ser­ 
geants and this private were going along 
the road when the Spaniard fired and 
shot both sergeants through the arms. 
The negro dropped on his knees and 
crawled to the tree where the Spaniard 
was in hiding, and when be found him 
he exclaimed, ‘I see you, honey!’ and 
fired. The bullet went through the en 
emy’s head, and, dropping his weapon, 
he fell forward dead. 
“ Our company, with Company M 
under Captain Rafferty, was on the fir­ 
ing line at the charge on Fort San Juan 
The rain of bullets was something ter 
rible, and the hills had to be climbed 
In the face of a withering fire from can­ 
non and rifles. The Spaniards were hid 
den from view by trees and trenches, 
and they just mowed our troops down. 
Captain Rafferty was in the whole fight 
and is talked about from General Shaf­ 
ter down. One of our boys has gone 
stalk crazy from the shock of battle, 
and his life is despaired of.” 
Mrs. Johnston was the recipient of 
no end of congratulations from her 
friends and neighbors when they heard 
of the contents of the letters. The relics 
inclosed will be treasured.—New York 
Sun.

E x-French Prem ier Says W e Are Justified 
In T erm inating Spanish M isrule In Cuba. 
Emile Ollivier, ex-premier of France 
and member of the French academy, 
who has been steadily the friend of 
America since the beginning of the 
present war, granted me an interview 
recently on the principal aspects of 
that contest as viewed by European 
eyes. 
The veteran statesman said that 
Spain must inevitably lose its last pos­ 
session in the new world, which was 
destined to become all American. 
It 
was not to be wondered at that the re­ 
publican continent had grown hostile 
to misrule practiced at its doors by the 
monarchical European continent. “ No­ 
body can complain,” said M. Ollivier, 
if Spain is chased out of the American 
hemisphere, for that would be a just 
judgment of Providence. 
The Amer­ 
icans are fully justified in aiding the Cu­ 
bans to evict their intolerable masters. 
They are sure to succeed finally in this 
righteous war. 
“ An excellent solution of the future 
government of Cuba would be either its 
establishment as an independent repub 
lie or its admission as a state of the 
American union. 
I am rather incliner 
to think the latter arrangement woulc, 
be for the Cubans the better one of the 
two. Spain wrill actually gain in losing 
Cuba,” continued M. Ollivier, “ for 
Cuba has been a thorn in the side of the 
mother country for many years.”

The CoMtitilloB Does Not Interfere With 
It* Acquisition. 
It has heretofore been supposed that 
the United States could own no terri­ 
tory not destined to become a state un­ 
der a republican form of government 
Certainly the constitution makes no 
provision for any other sort of rule over 
territory within the nation’s jurisdic­ 
tion. 
But it seems that the federal 
courts are in a fair way to get around 
the difficulty. They propose to estab­ 
lish a doctrine that shall have the force 
of law, by which it is to be held that 
the constitution does not apply and does 
not run within newly acquired terri­ 
tory, and that congress is free to estab­ 
lish any kind of government it pleases 
over country not embraced within a 
state. 
That of oourse is a ready way to de­ 
termine how we may hold and rule the 
Philippines, Porto Rico and other is- 
ands and countries that we may from 
time to time set acquisitive eyes upon. 
Congress may enact, amend or repeal 
different fundamental laws for each and 
every “ oolouy” and raoe of men that 
we may bring within our fields of con­ 
quest.—San Francisco News Letter in 
New York Journal.

According to a Porto Rican now in 
New York the latest estimates of the 
population of the island puts it at about 
900,000, of whom 140,000 are penin­ 
s u la r , or natives of Spain, and from 
12,000 to 14,000 foreigners, mostly 
Frenchmen, Italians. Germans, English­ 
men and Americans, other nationalities 
being very little represented. The na­ 
tive population is composed of two- 
thirds whites, descendants of Spaniards 
and people of other European countries, 
and one-third negroes and mulattoes, 
or people of mixed blood. 
The mode of life is very similar to 
that of the European countries except 
for some slight differences due to the 
hot climate. Fashions for man and 
women alike are introduced from Spain, 
and especially from Paris and London 
The well to do in the principal towns 
dress just like people in European coun­ 
tries, men wearing woolen clothes a1 
the year round. 
The young women 
dress very elaborately, and all wear 
hats, the Spanish mantilla being worn 
only by elderly women. In the small 
towns men dress after the fashion of 
the cities, but wear linen fabrics, as 
woolen clothes are very uncomfortable, 
are considered a luxury and are worn 
on holy days and Sundays only. Labor­ 
ers and farmhands do not wear coats 
or shoes. They do not care to do so, 
and if they did they could not afford 
to, as their wages are very small. 
Life at San Juan and the other prin 
cipal towns is very monotonous, the 
only amusements being retreta, or con 
cert, by the military bands twice a week 
and theatrical performances three or 
four evenings a week, matinees being 
given very seldom. 
The theaters are 
owned by the cities and rented to Euro­ 
pean companies traveling through the 
island at so much an evening. 
The principal towns of the island are 
San Juan, the capital, on the north 
coast, with 31,250 inhabitants; Ponce, 
on the south coast, with 44,500 inhab­ 
itants; Mayaguez, on the west coast, 
with 29,500 inhabitants; Aguadilla, on 
the same coast, but more to the north, 
with 14,000; Arecibo, on the north 
coast, with 9,800 inhabitants; Huuia- 
cao, Arroyo and Fajardo, all seaports. 
Other important inland towns are San 
German, Yauco and Guayama. 
The 
population of San Juan is that of the 
town aud its suburbs, but that of the 
other towns named includes all the in­ 
habitants of the districts—that is to 
say, the country around the town. San 
Juan, built on a small island connected 
w ith the mainland by the San Antonio 
bridge, is quite a beautiful city, with 
straight but narrow streets and many 
fine buildings. It has several public in­ 
stitutions and colleges, several churches 
and seven small parks, among them tile 
Plaznela de Santiago, with a very good 
statue of Columbus. The city is lighted 
by gas supplied by an English company 
and by electricity supplied by a local 
corporation. 
There are ll newspapers 
of all kinds, the principal one being La 
Correspondencia, a daily political pa­ 
per, with a circulation of about 7,000 
copies, which is equal to that of the 
other papers combined. There is a local 
telephone company, but no water ex­ 
cept that of the cisterna 
A reservoir 
was projected and the plan was approv­ 
ed by the government some 60 years 
ago, but owing to the manana system it 
has not been finished yet. 
The history of the Spanish adminis­ 
tration in the island is one of cruelty 
and coiruptiou. The Spaniards began 
by exterminating the native Indian pop­ 
ulation, which some historians place as 
large as 500,000, in less than a century. 
Every branch of the administration of 
the island is conducted under a system 
of corruption, the law is constantly vio­ 
lated by the Spaniards, and the natives 
are deprived of their rights. 
At elec­ 
tions the Spanish or Conservative party 
always wins, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is in a large minority. 
The liberty of the press is unknown. 
Articles printed in the Madrid or other 
Spanish papers attacking the govern­ 
ment cannot be reproduced by any Porto 
tiiean paper without the editors being 
punished even if the article in question 
had not been considered ground for 
prosecution by the authorities in Spain. 
No more than 19 persons are allowed 
to meet in any place on the island with­ 
out special permission of the govern­ 
ment, and a representative of the mayor 
of the town must attend meetings to 
see that nothing is done or said against 
“ the integrity of the nation.” Licenses 
are required for everything, even for a 
dancing party, These are some of the 
things which caused the people at 
Ponce to cheer the Americans who took 
possession of the town.—New York 
Sun.

General Thomas, in a recent interview 
on territ -ria' expansion, said: “ I think 
the almost universal sentiment in New 
York city is in favor of letting the 
Philippine islands alone. We want Por­ 
to Rico and Cuba, but we can best con­ 
fine our energies to this hemisphereund 
not attempt to spread over the orient. 
There are no good arguments in favor of 
annexing the Philippines, so far as I 
have heard, and many strong ones 
against it, will occur to every man who 
considers the present situation and the 
possible consequences. 
I wish Dewey 
had gone back to Hongkong after he de­ 
stroyed that fleet and left the insur­ 
gents and the Spaniards to fight it out. 
“ Nothing but difficulties and prob­ 
lems appear when you contemplate the 
organization of a government at Ma­ 
nila, without any adequate compensa 
tion, and the obligations we assume are 
something we cannot measure. 
The 
people of the Philippines are of a differ 
ent race from any we have ever had to 
do with, and for a nation entirely with 
out experience in colonization are a 
tough lot to begin on. 
We might as 
well tackle a chunk of China. Even the 
Spanish were never able to control the 
Philippines further than their guns 
conk! reach; they never attempted to 
govern any part of the islands except iii 
a few seaports and the country immedi­ 
ately around them. The mountain tribes, 
which compose 90 per cent of the popu­ 
lation, are 
unconquered barbarians, 
worse than our Indians, and it would 
be always necessary to have a large 
standing army to protect the civilized 
settlements against them. 
The popula 
tion of the cities is entirely foreign to 
us, aud a mixed lot that is very difficult 
to govern. The conscience of our coun­ 
try would not permit us to rob them, 
and we could get no revenue out of them 
otherwise. I cannot see what there is in 
the Philippines for us, anyhow, and I 
do not think we ought to assume any 
responsibility in them. ”—William E.
